In February, 1868, it did not seem un- 
likely that military operations would be 
soon pending about Washington. At all 
events, President Jomxsom seemed to 
think that it would be desirable to have 
some other General than General Grant 
on band in case of accident; heace General 
Tuomas was to be made a brevet General. 
was then to be assigned according Ww his 
brevet rank; and, then, if occasion de- 
manded, he could, having the same grade 
as GRANT, have been placed m command 
of all the forces assembied in the depart 
ment, without regard to Grant's seniority 
of rank. 

Had Tuomas accepted the honors ten- 
dered bim, or had some less cautious man 
been offered these honors, same very start 
ling events might have been the conse- 
quence. 

There was every reason to believe that 
the Senate weuld have confirmed either 
SHERMAN or THomas had either desired 
it.
